Greetings BA's, 


The Deerchester flea was a little short of BA's; I went with the sole 
purpose of finding a Viking II carcass for the lid, but came home with 
a broken A2. Fortunately it is in 9.5 cosmetic shape, and after 24 
hours 

or fixing mistakes and alignment it is running well. 


The VFO (70E-12) had the tube compartment opened; the previous owner 
was trying to solve a problem of no VFO output at the mixer and guessed 
correctly ( presuming he didn't cause the problem in the first place) 
that the source was in the VFO. I ended up inserting a .01 cap at the 
feedthru's terminal to the L-25 coil tap. I assumed the feedthru's 
were bulkhead capacitors, but I was getting a 30 ohm reading at this 
terminal which was pulling the screen voltage on the vfo buffer to 
zero. 

Adding the capacitor in series took care of the problem. I'm surprised 
the coil didn't cook. 


Is this really just a feedthrough, or do I have a dead short cap? Also 
the compartment appears to be a soldered enclosure. What can I expect 
if I just leave it open?

Greetings BA aficionados et al, 

Well I am now a proud owner of a spark gap radio? Really am not sure = 
that this is what it is, but will bow to the collective intelligence of = 
the BA crowd gathered here. The framed wood base (unit has a brass plate = 
that says the following: 
"Central Scientific Company 


"Chicago" 
NO. 7862 dd: TYPE 3 
VOLTS 6 AMP 
SPEED H.P.=20 


(kinda sounds like a motor to me...but maybe this is how they were = 
labeled?) 

For what it's worth the existing brass plate looks like it is over a = 
location of an earlier plate (nail holes and slightly lighter wood = 
appear to have had a larger plate in place earlier) 

If any of this rings a bell you are one up on me...all I hear is a dull = 


thud. =20 

The Physical description is as follows: 

The unit consists of a wood base (8 x16 in) with a canvas tape covered 
coil (8 x 5.5in) with black wood end plates (6 x 6 x .75in) supporting 
it. On top of the coil is a wood cross piece (.25 x 1.25in) with two = 
(6in) long brass rods ground to a point (with a bent loop on one and a = 
brass bobbin on the other) that meet above the coil and are held in = 
place with knurled nuts. To the right of the coil is some sort of = 
vertical arm that has a sphere above a stack of winged plates all of = 
which is supported by a spring steel support ribbon. When the coil is = 
energized (stack of plates that I suppose run thru the center of the = 
coil) it apparently pulls the top sphere (via the winged stack below the = 
sphere) into a cross ribbon plate that breaks a contact button on one = 
side of the cross piece. To the far right of this whole affair is a = 
knife swatch with two knurled posts located behind it. On the underside = 
of the base is a paper and metal stack that is wired into the above = 
mentioned mechanisms. BTW: the operation I am describing is purely = 
conjecture from the apparent mechanics of the thing.

I seem to recall that phasing=type SSB rigs do not take kindly to heavy 
audio processing. Such processing usually clips giving rather more 
square-shape audio waveforms. Resulting steep waveforms gave such rigs 
fits unless they had a sharp low-pass filter in the audio chain. 


My comments on the quality of the SSB had to do with the goodness of the 
SSB signal at RF: Carrier suppression, alternate sideband suppression and 
a lack of spurious products anywhere, not the recovered audio quality per 
se. You could have fine sounding audio and yet have the aforementioned 


problems. 


P.S. I use my Central Electronics 10A with a Johnson Viking Valiant.

OK ya'll...here's one that ya'll can ask around about at Dayton, since 
I'm not gonna be able to go. If no one on the list can come up with 
anything, I'm not hopeful that a face in the crowd up yonder might do 
any better, but it never hurts to ask. 

I've had this thing kicking around the shack for a couple of 
months now and it looks like a likely candidate (victim?) for a 
"roundtuit" sometime in the forseeable future, since I've got a 6M 
Telrex coming to me as soon as the old boy gets ‘round to shipping it. 

Subject item in question is a Delta-Meg SSB-50 transverter for 
6M. It was represented (sold) to me as a match for the KWM-2/A in the 
sense that it takes its HV from the converter jack on the back of the 
Collins. Documentation that came with it is a possible case of "close, 
but no cigar". The printed manual/schematic is for a TELco SB-50 
(made by Tapetone Electronics Laboratories, Inc., of West Newton, Mass. 
with a schematic date of 5-31-62). Taped to the inside cover of the 
printed manual is a typewritten 1/4 page the references the Delta Meg 
and states that "unit requires 600 to 800V high voltage for the pair of 
6146 final amplifier tubes. The unit has its own B+ and filament power 
supplies." 

This seems to be the principal differentiation between the 
TELco and the Delta Meg. The TELco requires an external power source 
and pin-outs, schematic etc. are given for adapting a Heath HP-20 for 
same. The TELco also utilizes a 5763 as a mixer, to hetrodyne an incoming 
20M signal from the xmtr, whereas the Delta Meg has a pair of 12BY7's and 
I'm given the impression, does down-converting for RX thru same. A hand- 
drawn partial schematic for the Delta Meg was inserted into the manual, 
but I'd like to find the Real McCoy (or copy of same) if possible. 

This one had the guys on the Collins Net this afternoon stumped, 
so if anybody's gonna come up with anything on it, here's the place. 
(BTW...yes, I've tried W7FG, HI and Pete Markavage, who was familar with 
the TELco, but had never heard of the Delta Meg).

When I was similarly involved with my elderly 390A, I had problems with 
the PTO such that I had to get inside it. Without dwelling on the gruesome 
details, one thing I found relevant to your post was several small bags of 
silica-gel that had been fastened to the internal support posts. Baking the 
PTO would presumably revive this stuff. 


The difficulty was that the wee bags had broken and the tape used to fasten 
them had deteriorated and dropped the wee bags into the innards. There was 
Silica gel everywhere, including inside the tunable inductor. This explained 
some of the odd crunching sounds I'd heard when tuning! 


Anyway, drying out silica gel inside the inductor, I'd expect some change in 
frequency calibration.

I am presently working on a Heath VF-1 (manual is on the way) and I 


am a bit in the dark about something. 


The VFO has 3 bands (or output ranges): 1.8MC, 7.0MC and 5 MC. 
The output level on the 3 ranges varies considerably. on 1.8 it 
is over 100V P-P, on 7MC about 20V P-P and on 5MC about 5Vp-p. 


While this may be normal for the VF-1, what are the usual drive 
requirements for the typical rigs a VFO such as this would drive? 
Even looking in various handbooks, there is never any drive level 
info given in either VFO articles or in the several CW rigs. 


Certainly one needs adequate drive for a rig but overdrive can cause 
all kinds of problems too. I would think that something in the 5 to 10Vp-p
